Finally, my congratulations to the yearbook edi¬ 
tor and staff for the production of this fine year¬ 
book which will be your permanent record of your 
1960-61 year at the West Kildonan Collegiate. 
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Justice Oliver Wendall Holmes has said that life 
should be painting a picture, not doing addition 
sums. At times my work in the office becomes com¬ 
parable to doing addition sums — and it becomes 
rather mundane. 



However, when I think the matter over clearly, 
I realize that there are many students who look 
upon the school-yard and the school-room as one 
vast play-ground, and never wake up to a sense of 
what they have lost until too late. I do not doubt 
that most of you hope to grow up to be educated 
men and women, having such training as will fit 
you to take any place in life that you attain to. To 
accomplish what you, the latter, have undertaken, 
and to subdue the former from interrupting our 
joint effort toward your goal, it has been necessary 
for you all to do some things — to come to school 
regularly and punctually, and to abstain from dis¬ 
rupting classes by talking and acting up. 


Violation of your responsibilities in these regards 
has been my problem. I am pleased to say that on 
the whole, few rules have been necessary, and 
we have had very little unpleasantness. This serves 
as a fine reflection on you as a student body. 


At this time, I would like to take this opportunity 
to wish you all success in your future undertakings. 
The class of 1961 has made its contribution to the 
traditions and values of the School, and though in 
years to come you may not be remembered with 
“familiar name”, you can be certain that the great 
light is clearer for your light, and the great soul 
the stronger for your soul. 
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June 1961 will bring the completion of high school 
training to students throughout Canada. There will 
be the familiar excitement and delight which 
mark all graduations. High schools across the 
country will be holding graduation ceremonies and 
dances as they have always done. But this year the 
festivities will take on a new air. 

The graduates receiving diplomas this year are 
children who were born during the second World 
War. Their parents were born during the First 
World War, grew up in the post-war depression their 
children read about in history books, and fought in 
the second World War. 1961’s graduates are the sons 
and daughters of the ‘lost’ generation. These children 
were born into a world hot with the friction of war, 
and are growing up in a society troubled with the 
insecurity of the Cold War. 

The years in which they grew up will be re¬ 
membered for their unparalleled progress. Scientific 
advances in the past sixteen years have been phe¬ 
nomenal, while medicinal research has worked 
miracles. The field of communication has been de¬ 
veloped beyond belief. This is a generation which 
has grown up to the clamour of television, the awe 
of cinemascope and the wonder of I.B.M. machines. 
To this generation, inter-continental ballistic missiles 
and Earth-satellites are commonplace. Indeed, 196l’s 
graduates will have an outlook on life different from 
anything the world has ever known — an outlook 
accompanied by a new set of values.

Students with talent in the entertainment 
field have been given opportunity to perform in 
Drama Nights and Variety Concerts. Leadership 
opportunities have been numerous and varied. With¬ 
out doubt we have had one of the finest training 
periods offered to our generation. 

Now, as we graduate from high school, we must 
use the tools with which we have been provided, to 
better the world. The new air to be felt at our 
graduation is the air of hope — hope that we, 
children born during a war and educated in times of 
stress, will be able to bring peace, security, and 
well-being to the world.

I view the passage of this year with regret, for 
it passed too quickly. I feel that our work has only 
begun and to leave it now becomes a great disap¬ 


pointment. The fellowship, co - operation, under¬ 
standing, and support I have received during this 
past year will be a glowing memory for me in the 
years ahead. 


I would like to take this opportunity afforded by 
the Sol Ortus to thank the students and especially 
the student council for their co-operation in the 
past year. Together we have shared many interest¬ 
ing experiences and have changed bitter disap¬ 
pointments into valuable achievements. 


In closing, I would like to recall Tennyson’s 
phrase which symbolizes the importance of this time 
in our life; 

“For I gazed into the future, far as human eye 
could see, 

Saw a vision of the world and all the wonders 
that would be.”

CAROL LITWIN 
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In future, at least for security, we look forward 
to the maintenance and continuity of four freedoms 
which we have enjoyed for centuries. What are these 
freedoms? The first is freedom of speech and expres¬ 
sion. Without a doubt, people everywhere should 
have the right to form their own ideas, arrive at 
their own conclusions, and voice their own opinions 
without hindrance or restraint, control or repression. 
Although the elimination of this right is a despotic 
restriction, nevertheless many countries restrict the 
press from publishing opinions without government 
interference or censorship, and disallow assemblies 
and the freedom to discuss public affairs. Indeed, we 
in Canada should realize how fortunate we are in 
that our adoption of this freedom exempts us from 
an imprisonment, by government intervention, of 
the communication of our thoughts and our feelings. 

The second is freedom of religion—the freedom 
of every person to worship God in his own way. 
All men must be able to belong to whatever religion 
they choose without the fear of severe punishment 
which formerly prevailed. Because religion, the be¬ 
lief in a divine power, is so touchy a subject, Can¬ 
ada has adopted not only freedom of religion, but 
also the principle of separation of Church and State, 
so that no religion has any special influence on the 
government. Thus, in Canada, we enjoy and appre¬ 
ciate this privilege. 

The third is freedom from want. In spite of man’s 
immense technical resources, two - thirds of the 
world’s population are seriously undernourished. 
Surely these people have every right of immunity 
to the threat of destitution and poverty. This free¬ 
dom, taken for granted by the majority of the Cana¬ 
dian population who are relieved of the fear of 
want by the various social securities, is a significant 
essential in bringing security and stability to our 
world. We must strive to make freedom from want 
an effective worldwide reality. 
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The fourth is freedom from fear which has not 
yet been achieved fully. Although all Canadian citi¬ 
zens have the protection of a police force and the 
security provided by the punishment of criminals, 
they have not complete freedom from fear. The in¬ 
ternational arms race feeds fear and suspicion. It is 
generally believed that complete disarmament on 
an international scale preventing the possibility of 
aggression by any nation would reduce this fear. 
Thus, the problem of freedom from fear remains to 
be solved. 

The four freedoms, freedom of speech, freedom 
of religion, freedom from want, and freedom from 
fear are not only privileges of democracies, but also 
essentials which men everywhere should be willing 
to fight and goals towards which they should con¬ 
stantly strive. In order to ensure security and sta¬ 
bility for the future, the four freedoms must be 
maintained and strengthened.

In the dialogue Crito, Socrates speaks 
of death as the freeing of the soul from the body, 
and argues that the purpose of philosophy is to 
deny the pleasures of the body in order to further 
the search for Truth and Goodness.

Thus does 
silence free the soul from the body. 

Shakespeare recognized the intimate connection 
between silence and inner contemplation. In Mac¬ 
beth the protagonist is plagued with the knowl¬ 
edge of his evil deed by night, and Lady Macbeth 
keeps light by her always to dispel the gloom and 
the solitude Of night.
